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THE LENGTH OF SESSIONS. 
The thirty-first annual session of the 
Wisconsin Legislature, which closed at 
eleven o'clock to-day (Thursday) befan on 
the ninth of January, which makes the 
length o f the session 72 days—15 longer 
than that ol last winter. 
With a Speaker 
of keen perception, and rapid execution— 
qualities possessed in a large degree by 
Speaker Cassoday—the length of a session 
Con very' materially be reduced. A slow 
Speaker makes a long session, provided 
there is any great amount of' work to do 
as the length of the session depends very 
much on the ability of the Assembly to 
dispatch business. The longest session was 
in 1853, which aas 131 days, including an 
extra session from June Gih to July 13th. 
The longest continuous session was that of 
1858, which began on the 13th of January 
and did not adjourn until the 17ih of M a y - 
125 days. 
Tee shortest in the history of 
the State government was the session of 
1950, which lasted only 31 days, from Jan­ 
uary 9th to February lith . 
The next was 
the session of 1875, 
which continued 
through 52 days. In giving the figures, of 
course Sundays, holidays and adjourn­ 
ments, are included. To the length of the 
session of 1878 will be added the extra ses­ 
sion in June to lake into c melioration the 
adoption of the revision of the revised stat­ 
utes.

THE NEW REGISTRY LAW. 
The Assembly bill amending the registry 
law of last winter, passed both branches of 
the Legislature on Wednesday. The con­ 
test over the measure at different times 
was a protracted one, and was stoutly op­ 
posed by the Democrats, but for what rea 
son we are unable to understand, aa it is 
a measure of economy, and probably on 
that score it met the opposition of that 
party. The new law docs not apply to 
t >wns and villages with a population of 
less than 1,500, nor to cities having a p p- 
ulaiion of less than 3,000. To small villa 
ges and cities, in which the registry is not 
large, the bill is of much importance as it 
very materially lessens the expense of reg­ 
istration. Some of the main provisions of 
the law are as follows: 
Tac said Inspectors shall have their first meet­ 
ing on Tuesday, four arecas preceding each gen­ 
eral election, at the place wnerc raid election la 
to be held, and in etect.on district* at which 
there were palled at me previous general e.ecpon 
three htind.ed votes or ie**, they enall sit for 
one day, and in districts at wnich there were 
more than thiec hundred voles polled, (bey snail 
have power to sit two days, lf necessary for the 
purpose of making sucn list. They shall meet 
at nine o'clock In the forenoon and hold their 
meeting open until eight o'cloca In the evening 
of woeh day during which they shall sit.

der as appoin rd by law to act as clerks of elec­ 
tion, shall act aa clerks of the board of registry 
on the day of election only. 
Section IS provides as follows: 
Any elector who did not vote at the previous 
general election shall be entitled to be registered 
either at the preliminary or final registration of 
electors, by appearing before the board ai regis­ 
tration of bls election district and establishing 
hts right to be registered, or instead of a person 
al appearance he may make his application lo b 
registered to the board in writing, bucb appn 
• anon shall state the name, age, and period cf 
continuous residence in the election d'stnci. and 
piace of residence therein (giving the nutn tier and 
street; of the appiic tut, and in case the perron 
making the application is of foreign hirta, ne 
shall ta te when he came to the I nned States. 
and to the fctate of Wisconsin, and the time and 
piace of declaring his intention to tccamt- a cl li­ 
nen of the United 6 tales, and taal he ta entitled 
to vote st the election. Upon receiv mg such ap­ 
plication, ihe.b jord of regulation chai! register 
the name of such applicant, if it appears tom e 
board that the applicant is, by his statement, en­ 
titled to vote. Such statement shall be made un­ 
der eath, and shall be preserved by the board, ani 
be flied in the office of the village or city clerk, 
as the case may be. Ail city and village clerks 
shall keep blanks for making the application for 
registration, as prov ided by this section. The 
form shall be proser I bcd by the secretary of 
stats.

Prior to tho rebellion the United States 
army was filled up, iu I great measure, by 
Irish and German immigrants, who, after 
a brief sojourn m our crowded cities, drift­ 
ed to the recruiting rendezvous and were 
easily persuaded to enlist, the recruiting 
sergeant taking care that the rosy side of 
army life was presented to a hesitating ap­ 
plicant. Since the war, however, the pro­ 
portion of native-born citizens in our army 
has very much increased. The latest offi­ 
cial record of enlistment shows that out of 
183,059 men who have joined the service 
since 1805 more than half were Americans.

San F rancisco, March 20.—The Cham­ 
ber of Commerce held a meeting this af­ 
ternoon to consider the question of the 
trade dollar coinage. 
Resolutions were 
adopted that the Chamber considered it 
unwise and inexpedient to cease the coin­ 
age of trade dollars, and directing the Pres­ 
ident of tne Chamber to communicate the 
resolutions to the Calitoroia delegation lo 
Congress, and urge that they should use 
their infl deuce to defeat the measure. At­ 
tention was called to the provision in the 
new silver bill which mikes all silver cer­ 
tificates issued redeemable lo New York 
except tbose issued iu San Francisco. A 
resolution was adopted promising that this 
discrimination will work great lojury to 
the interests of this coast by confining our 
certificates in local circulation, and asking 
the congressional delegation to secure a 
modification of that clause ol the bill. 


Bays John Sherman, "I believe the silver 
bill will satisfy a strong public demand for 
bi-metalic money, and that demand is no 
doubt largely sectional. In a Government 
like ours it is always good to obey the pop 
ular current, and that has been done. I 
think by the passage of the silver bill re­ 
sumption can be maintained more easily 
upon a double standard than upon a single 
standard. 
The balky character of silver 
would prevent payments in it, while gold, 
being more portable, would be more freely 
demanded, and I think resumption can be 
maintained with a less amount of silver 
than of gold alone.” 


Secretary Sherman was intern ewed yes 
terday by the Senate Finance Committee 
regarding the Resumption law. The in­ 
terview it an interesting one. He believes 
the law should be allowed to stand, and 
thinks the silver legislation will have very 
beneficial effect on the country. He ii 
confident oi securing sufficient coin to 
meet resumption. 


The new tax law which passed the Leg­ 
islature yesterday, is a compromise be­ 
tween all conflicting interests. The bill 
created a desperate struggle on account of 
its Importance, and can be set down as the 
most noted measure passed by the LegisSa- 
tire this winter.

monious, and the best of good feeling pre­ 
vailed. 
The members and senators nearly all left 
for home on the noon trains. The Re­ 
vision Committee commence their work 
next week.

THE DUMB MAH. 


M A a f IMA A s s t R e m a r k a b le I n o ta te s

There appeared recently before the gov- 
amor'* couaci1 what Warden Chamberlain t 
of the Charlestowa state prison, regards as 
the most remarkable case in his ex­ 
perience. 
The "dumb 
man" was ex­ 
amined in reference to a petition for a 
pardon that his friends have presented. 
“ We saw him lur a minute or two last 
week," said Mr. ilaynen, of the governor a 
council, to the bun correspondent, “and the 
briel interview haunted me the rest of the 
day. We had taken up the papers of 
Michael O’Donnell, sentenced for the mur­ 
der of a little girl, fie had served ten 
years. We asked the warden to bring 
O’Donnell in. boon after a tall man in 
prison dress walked in, and his appearance 
and manner were so strange that none of 
us could speak for a few minutes. We j 
sat and looked at the man in amazement. 
Dis hair was periodic white and soft, but 
there was a fixed expression on the face 
that was terrible, fie looked like a man 
•truck dumb with terror—like a sleep­ 
walker. There was absolutely no expres­ 
sion whatever on his lace except that of 
fear. He walked like an automaton. We 
put a few questions to him, and he simply 
answered yes or no, without the change of 
a muscle. The sight was so painful thai 
we tent him away, and then asked the 
warden about him. it seems that he was 
a well-to-do irishman, who lived la a 
town near bv, and had a small piece of 
land, in his garden he raised vegetables, 
and was troubled by thefts. One night he 
heard some one In the garden, and as 
he 
then 
said—for 
he 
has 
never spoken ainee it—he fired at random 
into Ute garden to frighten the thieves 
away. it was so dark he could see nothing. 
Then he went back to his house. The next 
morning the body of a girl about fifteen 
years of age was found in the garden. The 
charge that O'Don eel had fired killed her. 
tie was tried, convicted, and after his sen­ 
tence for life he acted like a man from 
whom every emotion of feeling had gone. I 
The vacant expression came into his tact-, I 
hit eyes turned white, and for ten years 
his manner has been unchanged. He does 
the work that he is told to like a machine, 
and observes the prison regulations, but he 
never speaks except to answer yes or no. 
He is known in the prison ai the dumb 
man. The petition tor his pardon does uot 
come from him ; he did not know it until 
summoned before the council, and even 
When informed that hi9 chances for pardon 
were deemed good, his manner did not 
change. 
“it appears that a strong point made by 
the prosecution, when he was convicted 
was that be saw the girl, knew who she 
was and maliciously shot her; but it 
lately been learned that be did not kl 
her. It was All-Halloween, and there 
superstition that if a virgin places a cab­ 
bage over her door on that night she will 
marry him who first passes under the 
threshold. The girl went to O’Donnell’s 
warden to get the cabbage for that purpose, 
had never been there betore, as was al­ 
leged at the trial, as showing O'Donnell’s 
malice, and was shot. 
These tacts have 
been satisfactorily proved to the council, 
and Mr. Hayne* says there is no doubt but 
that O'Donnell's pardon will be voted."

Chicago Inter-Ocean. 
The telephone is in use all over the 
country and the phonograph 
may be 
looked upon as an accomplished fact. By 
the use of the telephone oue man in Chi­ 
cago is enabled to hold conversation with 
another in Milwaukee, and by the use of 
the phonograph a conversation of to-day 
may he prestrved or corked up and re­ 
peated or reproduced by the instrument 
two weeks, blk montha, or twenty years 
later. When the announcement was made 
that speech could be photographed, ae it 
Were, and that what a min said could be 
aent down in his own tone, and with his 
characteristic emphasis, to future age*, 
juti as his photograph is transmitted, peo­ 
ple looked upon the whole story as a huge 
juke. 
The phonograph has been so far per­ 
fected that public exhibitions of its “ ta x ­ 
ability " have been given in New York, 
and the papers of that city have much to 
say in the way of description and specula­ 
tion . The phonograph proper is a thin 
plate of metal set in a rubber mouthpiece. 
This 
is placed in an 
arm which 
swings in front of a brass cylinder turned 
by a crank. 
A blunt pointed steel needle 
touches the plate with one extremity, and 
bears lightly on the grooved cylinder with 
the other. The cylinder is covered with a 
sheet of tin toil. The operator, turning the 
crank, puts his mouth to the rubber and 
talks loudly and strongly. The needle loJ- 
iows the vibrations, and dancing up and 
down, dots the tin loll with delicate points. 
Where the sound is strong the mark is well 
defined, and the laws of sound as to clear­ 
ness are followed in the record. 
To reproduce the souod the needle is re* 
moved, the cylinder is tumid hack lo the 
first points of the record,and a common tin 
resounding tube is l&steoed to the di # Ti e 
crank is turned, and the contents of the 
toil sheet are talked back by the phono ­ 
graph, with great care as to inflection and 
emphasis. From this tin foil plate a matrix 
in fculphur may ba taken, from which 
plates can be multiplied indefinitely and ai 
any time while the matrix is in exn-leLCe. 
In this way one speech talked into the 
phonograph 
may 
be 
reproduced 
a 
Century aller‘the time ll was spoken and 
in mauy places. This is, in brief, the pho­ 
nograph, and the idea was suggested to the 
luvcnior during an experiment with the 
telephone. His linger happening to rest 
on the telephone-needle he tell It pricking 
him, and it occurred to him that ii these 
vibrations could be recorded on metal bur­ 
lace, speech might be in this way preserv­ 
ed aud reproduced. 
l'Ue instruments first produced arc nec­ 
essarily imported. The crank must be 
turned for producing a conversation just as 
u was turned tor recording. The blight* st 
deviation makes coctumoa. For some un­ 
explained reason the young phonographs, 
now before the people, talk with a nasal 
twang, as though they had too much nose. 
The movement of the cylinder can be reg­ 
ulated by machinery, and all machines 
gauged alike, so oue difficulty is easily 
remedied. 
The possibilities oi such an invention 
are so great as to exceed the bounds of 
credibility 
As the art of photography, 
calling in the aid of the stereoscope, brings 
‘Dour parlors views of statuary and the 
finest landscapes, so m»y the phonograph 
uring to our parlors the singing of inc most 
famous prime donna or the speaking of me 
most eloquent orators. In the future, a roll 
>f operate gems as sung by the Pattis, 
Nilssons, and Kelloggs of the age will be 
an indispensable adjunct of luxurious p tr­ 
iors, and a bundle of snort orations by the 
best speakers will be found in every teputa 
Die school room. Phunogr tphs will De as 
common as pianos, and will not cist half 
as much, and the lamily will call out a 
mgcr or a speaker a thousand miles from 
them, or a hundred years dead, ai their own 
sweet will. 
instead of choira, churches may have as­ 
sorted packages of solos, quartets, etc., a* 
rendered by the most famous singers, and 
may operate the church phonograph with 
uo mure trouble than is now given to a 
music 
box. 
Lecture committees and 
bureaus will order their lectures instead of 
engaging lecturers, and possibly churches 
may occasionally order sermons in the 
•-ame way. 
It the telephone keeps up with the times 
will be possible to use ii in connection 
with the phonograph I# staking speeches 
delivered at a distance, aud in bottling 
them up for further use. The phonograph­ 
ic principle will doubtless be applied to 
many things in common 
use. Clocks 
will call or sing the hour instead of strik­ 
ing, selbrocking cradles will be mounted 
uh phonographs warranted to sing the 
best nursery rhymes, and tell stories with­ 
out .end. 
Locomotive whistles will be 
supplanted by phonographs of immense 
power, ready to thunder out orders suita­ 
ble to the occasion. It looks very much 
ae if this generation bad missed a good 
deal of the fuu that is to come to the fel­ 
lows who come after us.

cide in say lug that the height ot Cheops 
exceeds that of the spire of Strasburg 
Cathedral, which is the tallest la Europe*. 
I he Sphinx stands in front of the aecuud 
pyramid, aud shows a length of HO lect, 
with the forepaws extending an additional 
hay feet in front. The height, acc. rding 
to Pliny, is 142 feet, and the circumference 
of the forehead 102 feet. 
When first ex­ 
humed a paved inclosed place was found 
between the paws, 
which 
contained 
the evidences of having been a small tem­ 
ple. The Sphinx was held by the Egypt- 
lans as emblematic of the King, or a combi­ 
nation of intellectual and physical power, 
worshipped as a deity.—’CV.

Prof. Ilaire opened the discussion, and 
spoke of the properties of Style 
This sub­ 
ject presents some features ot the literary 
art which have not before engaged the at­ 
tention of the Club. To appreciate the ex­ 
cellencies and beauties of literature, it is 
needtul to study the process of the mind in 
its creative activities, for the style is the 
mao. The poem is the transcript ot the 
poet s mind at the moment of inspiration 
and like a cast gives permanent form to 
moulding 
thought. 
Style 
embodies 
the peculiar qualities tof 
the artist 
It 
is 
tho 
particular 
manner 
in which thought fi jws out in the case of 
the individual mind and upon a particular 
subject. It Is the tree, unconscious expres 
slon of the individuality of the thinker aud 
of the specialty of the subject. It changes 
as the individual changes. It is affected 
by the experiences ol life as well as by the 
influences of culture. Style of expression 
is closely related to style of thought. Clear­ 
ness of style is the effect of the clearness of 
the thought; force, is due to the grasp of 
the rdbject, to the apprehension of great 
truths—to the power of the ideas ; while 
beauty naturally springs from the mould­ 
ing into unity of the manifold aud multi­ 
tudinous. 
Rev. T. P. Sawia read a paper on “ The 
Philosophy of Style.” Style is the dress of 
thought. Language, the instrument of ex­ 
pression is imperfect, and therefore there 
can be no perfect style. The end aimed at 
determines the qualities of a good style in 
each form of writing. lotclllgibleness is a 
first requisite. 
The meaning 01 the words 
must be plain—the meaning of the sentence 
clear. This depends upon the arrangement 
ot the words and of the thoughts. Simple 
ideas must come first preparing tho mind 
for the more complex. 
Mr. Dunwiddie’s theme was "Epithets.’’ 
The use of language is to convey thought. 
One writer obscures and weakens his 
thought by yerbage, another with a word 
flashes it before you. Epithets epitomize 
the thought, vividly portray it, picture It 
at one stroke, put years of passion into a 
word. Illustrations were given from Spen­ 
ser, Shakespeare and Milton, showing the 
beauty aud force of epithets In tho hand­ 
ling ot s master artist and other instances 
from inferior writers of ill chosen epithets. 
Phrases sometimes take the character of 
epithets and wield great influence,as “Tax­ 
ation without representation,” “Rail-split- 
ter” aided President Lincoln more than 
argument, and “Little Giant” won for 
Douglass a wide notoriety. Nicknames 
carry often a singular fo.CJ. They are in­ 
tangible and allow no chance for reply. 
They stick often times with great persist­ 
ency. 
Prof. Van Cleve closed the evening’s 
study with a well digested discussion of 
' Imagery.” The mind has the power of 
producing within itself analogues of all 
physical sensuous impressions. Any such 
sensuous impression mentally conceived is 
an image. 
Imagery is the union of the 
abstract and concrete and has two roots, 
resemblance and vivification.

semblance we have comparison, allegory, 
simile and metaphor.

Large city cigar mauuiactur- 
ers visited the market iu numbers, with the aim 
of purchasing, but prices demanded bv holders 
did sot appear to meet the lormer’s views, aud 
thcrelore only a few minor transactions were ef­ 
fected. Pennsylvania of the ’76 crop seems to be 
the 'article specially in demand with them, but 
holders do not evince the least desire to sell at 
anything but a Agure that, at least, leaves them 
some profit on their investments; therefore but 
very cheap and common grides found takes.

note sales of 650 cases of this crop, at 8*c for fill 
era and binders, lu®15c for running lots. In ’7 
New England tobaccos rales w ere effected with 
lees dithcnlty, holder* generally prelerrlng to sell, 
as an investment in ’77 Connecticut tobacco ap­ 
pears more profitable to them.
